Many Nazi Prisoners Taken 
Germans who were under orders from 
Hitler to fight to the death in Tunisia to 
preserve it for the Nazis surrendered in the 
‘greatest surrender in history.’ Once again 
Germany called upon the Germans in the 
Cherbourg area to demonstrate that they 
would rather die’ than syrrender but 
American prowess, Allied airpower, Allied 
sea power and gun power made the Ger- 
mans surrender By thé thousands. Alto- 
gether there were 43,000 German prisoners 
taken asa result of the Cherbourg cam- 
paign. In Cherbourg the Nazi ‘prisoners of 
war included a general and an admiral. 
These facts are clear admissions that the 
Germans were completely knocked out by 
the Allies, What they did in thélf strrend- 
er speaks more clearly and truthfully than 
any excuse that Goebbels could invent to 
tty to reason away such disasters as have 
befallen the Germans. 
< Within the past few days Rommel with- 
out suécess has. thrown twenty-five 
counter-attacks at the British lines near 
Caen. Rommel knows the immense value 
of the present irivasion and the expansion 
of the beachhead and that was'well known 
too to the defenders of Cherbourg. 
Heavy inroads are being made on Ger- 
man man power and mechanical power. 
Germany has lost a generation through 
the war, nearly five years of struggle hav- 
ing wiped out the cream of German youth, 
those from 20 to 28 years who are said to 
form the backbone of any great army. This 
is the statement of a U. S. officer who saw 
37,000 Huns pass through prisoner cages 
vin Normandy since D-Day. This generation 
of Germans was wiped out on the great 
battlefields of Russia, North Africa, Sicily, 
and Italy, he says.

‘The standard Japanese light ma- 
chine gun, the same calibre as the 
rif_le, is of the Bren type, though 
rather lighter than the Bren gun 
now in use in the British Army.

Dublin, July 4 — (CP) — Nearly 
100 years after his birth, steps are 
being taken to honor Ireland's great 
poet, Thomas Moore. 

A Thomas Moore Society has been 
formed in Dublin and it is proposed 
that each year on the anniversary 
of Moore's birth there will be cele- 
brations on similar lines to those 
accorded Scotland's Robert Burns. 

‘The first birthday party was held 
recently at 12 Augnier Street near 
the centre of Dublin where Moore 
was born in a room above his fa- 
ther’s tea, wine and spirit store In 
1779, It ts still the same stofe as it 
was in the 18th Century. A few dis- 
tinguished Irishmen, mostly artists 
and writers, crowded into the little 
Toom, sang songs and drank tea at 
the inaugural meeting. The singers 
included John McCormack, the fa- 
mous Irish tenor, and Miss Mar- 
garet Burke Sheridan, the opera 
singer.

OF HARDESTTASK’ BY U.S. SUBS 


Says “Enormous Courage|Sinkings Include Light 


and Strength of Nerves” 
Needed to Stand Up 


FORBODING TONE 


London, July 5 —(CP)— Adolf 
Hitler, in a second speech within a 
week, declared that “we shall not 
capitulate before any difficulty,” 
but acknowledged that “enormous 
courage and strength of nerves are 
necessary to stand up in these 
times,” Berlin radio said today. 

His speech,.not delivered to the 
German people, was reported by 
Nazi broadcasts, which said it was 
made to a meeting of the Reich's 
war production leaders. The time 
was not disclosed, nor was the text 
broadcast, Berlin giving only what 
excerpts it wanted to reach foreign 
ears. 

Not since Jan, 30 has the Ger- 
man leader spoken directly to his 
people. He warned them then that 
they faced the “hardest task imag- 
inable.” 

Last Saturday night, the German 
Tadio reported a speech given by 
at the funeral of Gen.

Gaulle declared that France must 
make itself “great, strong and 
free.” 

“France knows that France must 
be great or disappear,” he stated. 

He spoke of the cult of greatness 
and stressed his idea that France 
must unify herself and rebuild her- 
self by her own efforts.. 

He expressed conidence that sac 
would be able to build a political 
regime that would be strong and 
profoundly democratic and to re- 
make herself from the point of view 
of social progress. 

DeGaulle emphasized the need for 
closer relations between Metropoli- 
tan Prance and her colonies, decla:- 


ing that the empire is “one of the 
most direct evidences of our great- 
ness.” 

He stressed solidarity among the 
Allies, praised the progress of in- 
vasion forces and promised that 
“soon our own armies will return” 
{to France). 

The present is full of difficulties 
but-comforting, he sald. 

As for the past, deGaulle said 
there had been many mistakes—in- 
ternational, political, nillitary and 
personal. 

But the past is over, he said, and 
“the future is before us and our 
country has all that it needs to 
make itself great, strong and free.” 

American officials freely predict-

Foreign Secretary Eden

EXCEPTIONS MADE 


London, July 12 — (CP-Reuters) 
—Foreign Secretary Eden announc- 
ed in the House of Commons today 
an agreement between the British 
government and Dominions and the 
government of India and the Ger- 
Ten government or German-occu- 
pied territories and all German ci- 
vilians detained In the British Com- 
monwealth and mandated territor- 
fes or any territories occupiea by 
British troops will be repatriated. 

Mr. Eden, who sald the Swiss 
government acted as the intermedi- 
ary; added “From this agreement 
are excepted on both sides any per- 
son who does not wish to be repa- 
triated, any person whose repatri- 
ation is ered dangerous to the 
security of the detaining power, and 
any person serving sentence in pris- 
on for breach of the common law.” 

The agreement did not apply to 
merchant seamen, who are regard- 
ed as prisoners of war, he said. 

The agreement {s to be carried 
out, he sald, by a series of exchang- 
es and in each exchange the princi- 
ple of numerical equality will de 
observed as far as possible. 

It is also provided under the 
agreement that each side should 
take into account as far as possible 
the wishes of the other side as to 
the order of priority of the repatri- 
ation of individuals and groups. 

Since most of tne German civili- 
ans who are eligible under this 
agreement are in overseas terrilor- 
les they will have to be brought 
from distant points to a port of ex- 
change, Mr, Eden pointed out. 

Only One Ship Available 

He said it was not possible to 
make available more than one ship 
and the Swedish motor vessel Drot- 
tningholm had been specially coar- 
tered for this purpose.

Nazi Transportation Desperate 
But this shortage is only part of 
the grim story. German newspapers

Bombing in the German Manner 

The blind bombing of London by the 
robot or jet-propelled bombs is something 
that is pleasing to the perverted Nazi 
mind which loves destruction for destruc- 
tion’s and for vandalism’s sake. The Ger- 
mans know that in battering at so large a 
target as London they cannot miss hitting 
by chance at times something which the 
British prize very much. Then too it is a 
war of terrorism on their part as they 
know it will kill civilians for that is part of 
their diabolical plan.

In the place 
of Hitler's dream of world dominion will 
be the attainment of a world’ made safe for 
democracy by the power to keep it safe.

“We then proceeded up the last 
and most difficult lap of our climb. 
It was a peculiar sensation going 
up as the atmopshere was very thin 
and made breathing difficult.

The Hun will be thinking of himself and 
his own troubles. 

At last vengeance of a justly aroused 
world calls to Hitler and to Germany, 
“Your time has come. You must be over- 

‘run by oyr armies until the desire for war 
is thrashetl out of you.” 

It is to be noted that the German lead- 
ers have been “breaking the news” for 
some time to the Germans. The other day 
General Dittmar spoke to the Germans of 
Allied superiority. The Germans must 
Tealize what faces them after hearing 
Dittmar if they did not before. He bluntly 
told them that “the high fighting qualities 
of the German soldier compensate only to 
a limited extent for the numerical super- 
iority of, enemy forces.” That is an admis- 
sian of consequence and Germans would 
be blind if they did not realize what all 
that is happening means. 

They have come to the climax of the 
war. Germany cannot win. Germany has 
been defeated in many battles and the 
whole course of .the struggle for a long 
period has been to bring Germany to the 
blow that will knock her out. : 

Germany will soon be callettupon to pay 
for the wrong she has done the world. 
That will be hard for the stiff-necked war- 

- like Prussian Junkers and other Germans 
to take but they must take an overwhelm- 
ing defeat for the second time. Nothing 
that Hitler can say such as he had said 
before the present war that the Germans 
were not defeated in the last war can now 
be said. Germany was defeated in the 
1914-18 struggle out of which the enemy 
extricated himself without Germany 
suffering invasion. But now Germany, the 
Germans’ own Fatherland, is to be invad- 
ed right to the capital and root of the 
Nazi German evil.: No wall that Hitler 
could build can hold back the floodgates of 
wrath. Germany is feing conquered in 
every fleld of war effort. Her army is being 
defeated, her navy-and U-boats are a fail- 
‘upe, her Luftwaffe is dwindling and pining 
away, her natural resources and her econ- 
omic system are showing signs of inability 
to bear the strain. Germany fights on but 
to the more complete collapse. Fighting 
within her own boundaries will be one of 
the penalties her self-made war imposes on 
Germany. 

She has sent her forces against the 
gates of many countries, veritable evidence 
of the old cry “‘ the Hun is at the gate”—

Flying Bomb Inventor 
e (Newsweek Magazine) 

The man mainly responsible for the de- 
velopment of the “robot bomb” is an Aus- 
trian professor, Herman Oberth, incon- 
spicuous except for a small moustache. 

Now in his 50's, Oberth was once the 
sound-and-scenic-effects man in charge of 
the use of fireworks and explosives for 
UFA films. Reportedly an anti-Nazi at one 
time, he has been working on flying bombs 
and rocket machines for the past seven

Two years before the war, Oberth called 
on Gen. Kesselring with a mass of blue- 
prints and models, Kesselring, after wit- 
nessing some tests, submitted a report to 
Goering, with the result that Oberth was 
given the run of the Wehrmacht’s scien- 
tific laboratories and a special panel of 
Nazi research workers, radio men, aero- 
nautical engineers, and inventors wete 
put at his: disposal as consuitants. Shortly 
thereafter Etropean scientific circles be- 
gan to hear of new experiments in the 
Oberth catapult-’plane technique.

U.S. 9th Infantry Division Always

In Normandy — (by wireless) — 
During the Cherbourg Peninsula 
campaign I spent nine days with 
the Ninth Infantry Division — the 
division that cut the peninsula, and 
one of the three that overwhelmed 
the great port of Cherbourg. 

The Cherbourg campaign is old 
stuff by now, and you are no long- 
er particularly Interested in it. But 
the Ninth Division has been in this 
war for a long time and will be in 
it for a long time to come. So I 
would like to tell you some things 
about it. 

The Ninth fs one of our best di- 
visions. It landed in Africa and it 
fought through Tunisia and Sicily. 
Then it went to England last fall, 
and trained all winter for the in- 
vasion of, France. It was one of the 
American divisions in the invasion 


that had previous battle experience.

Now an odd thing had happened 
to the Ninth while were were In 
the Mediterranean: For some rea- 
son which we have never fathomed 
the Ninth wasn't released through 
censorship as early as it should have 
been, while other divisions were.

Army Ground Forces 


Washington, July 16 —(AP)— 
The War Department announced 
yesterday that Lt.-Gen. Ben Lear, 
a native of Hamilton, Ont. has 
been assigned to command of the 
army ground forces, relieving Lt- 
Gen. Lesley J. McNair who has 
been given “an important over- 
seas assignment.” 

McNair has commanded the 
ground forces since March, 192. 
While on an inspection trip in 
North Africa in April, 1943, he was 
wounded by shell fragments. Lear 
assumed temporary command of 
ground forces at that time, 

Born in Hamilton May 12, 1879, 
Lear is a veteran of much overseas 
service, having served in the Phil- 
ippines and Cuba among other 
places. 

While commanding the Second 
Army, headquartered at Mempnis, 
Tenn., in 1941, General Lear pre- 
cipitated a widespread pre-war 
controversy over army discipline

* ‘The terms “deve” and “pigeon”: 


are virtually synonymous, 

Both are applied to members of 
the family Columbidae, which in- 
cludes domestic pigeons. 

“Pigeon” fs a somewhat broader 
term than “dove” and js applied in 
a general way to all members of 
the family. 

In ordinary usage “dove” ts 
applied to the smaller species to 
distinguish them from the: larger 
ones commonly called pigeons.

turtle doves, mourning and 
ground doves. 


Doves pigeons including 
both wild and domestic varieties, 
generally lay two eggs to a setting.

cation that the four-minute mile is 
just around the corner. 

In clipping a full second off the 
world standard of 4:02.6 that he set 
last July 1, Andersson beat his more 
famous countryman, Gunder Haegg, 
by two metres. Haegg was timed in 
4:02, his fastest speed for the dis- 
tance, 

It was the fourth world record 
that the Swedish runners have 
broken within the last month. On 
June 2% Haegg set a new standard 
of 8:46.4 for the two-mile and July

Chicago, July 21. (CP) —More 
than 25,000 closely-packed men and 
women silently watched an empty 
rostrum in Chicago stadium Thurs- 
day night, and listened to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a precedent-shat- 
tering address from a west coast 
naval base, accept Democratic 
nomination for a fourth consecutive 
term as President of the United 
States, : 

This was the climax of a conven- 
tion marked by bitter division, and 
still concerned over the battle be- 
ing waged for second place on the 
Democratic ticket. 

Division on the presidential {ssue 
was not important enough at any 
time to threaten the renomination 
of Mr. Roosevelt. 

The so-called Southern State re- 
volt against the President wilted 
considerably before the vote was 
taken andrTexas—the State that 
started it all—split its 48 votes, giv- 
ing 36 to Mr. Roosevelt and 12 to 
Senator Harry FP. Bydr of Virginia. 

There was only one ballot. Of 
the 1,176 votes in the convention 
Mr. Roosevelt got 1,086, Sen Byrd 
89 and James J. Farley, the man 
sometimes credited with putting 
Mr.. Roosevelt in the White House, 
got one vote from the New York 
delegation. 

Today the convention will start 
at noon to settle the main contro- 
versy—selection of a vice-presiden- 
tial candidate. ‘The fight seemed 
to be between the present Vice- 
President, Henhw A. Wallace, and 
President, Henry A. Wallace, and 
sourt. : 
Delegates also adopted a plat- 
form pledging the United States to 
join an: association of sovereign na- 
tions empowered to use armed 
force, if need be, to preserve the fu- 
ture security of the world.

—(AP)— The 
Red Army seized a deadly strangle- 
hold on the Germans’ Baltic front 
deep inside Lithuania today, hurl- 
ed a méSeive blow toward Poland's 
martyred capital of Warsaw and 
sealed the fate of the Nazi strong- 
hold of Lwow. 

Pouring across the Trans-Lithu- 

anian railway. Soviet forces captur- 
ed the junction of Skopishki, 50 
miles west of Daugavpils (Dvinsk), 
85 miles ,southeast of the Latvian 
Port of Riga and 165 miles east of 
Memel. 
‘Warsaw, a little more than 100 
miles from the Red Army van- 
guard, was the objective of con- 
certed attacks west of the Nazis’ 
broken Bug River defences. 

The Nazi garrison at Lwow was 
doomed, with the Russians five 
miles away in the suburb of Doro- 
shev. It faced the same kind of 
disaster that overtodk more than 
four German divisions encircled 
earlier in the week at Brody, 55 
miles northeast, where they now are 
being annihilated. 

Fail te Check Pace. 

The luckless garrison’s resistance 
failed to check the pace of the 
first Ukrainian front offensive, 
which engulfed the rail junction of 
Rawa Ruska, 30 miles northwest of 
Lwow, and over’ 300 settlements.

Milkweed Pods 
To Be Collected 
In the County 


Used for the purpose of filling life 
belts for the sailors of the Allied na- 
tions, the school children of Hast- 
ings County will be requested to 
gather milkweed pods, it was 
learned here yesterday, Representa- 
tives of the Ontarlo Government 
were in contact >with . Inspector 
Harry Storey of the Proxincial Po- 
lice here yesterday seeking infor- 
mation as to the growth of milk- 
weed plants in this county. They 
were referred to the local represen- 
tative of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

The floss contents of the milk- 
weeq plant is being used to ful life 
belts for Allied sailors, this growth 
being equally as efficient in making 
life belts buoyant as the kapok pre- 
viously used, The supply of kapok 
came from Java, which is now in 
the hands of the Japanese. Origi- 
nally experiments were being used 
with the fluid of the milkweed 
plant in the possible manufacture 
of synthetic rubber, However, othe 
entists later discovered that the 
floss of the milkweed plant was 
equally as buoyant as that of ka- 
pok. School children in many parts 
of Canada are being asked to gath- 
er in. these milkweed pods when 
they have become ripened. Further 
information will later be issued to

No matter what you ask him to 
do, or what time of night it is, 
or in what weather you dig him 
out, he does it goodnaturedly and 
without the silegt surliness of some 
drivers.

Aud do you know what Cogan did? 
Cogan looked at us almost plead- 
ingly, and said: 

“Would. you let me go *ith you?” 

We said of course, if he wanted 
to. Cogan jumped out of the car 
like a jumpingjack, buckled on two 
big belts of ammunition. grabbed 
his rifle, and was ready to go. 

He stayed with us clear through 
the afternoon. When Capa went 
farthest forward to get his pictures 
of surrendering Germans. Cogan 
hopped along behind him with his 
loaded rif_le ,as though to protect 
him. Now and then I would notice 
his face, and instead of being afraid 
he was as pleased as a child ata 
state fair. 

Of course what he did will seem 
asinine to any combat soldier who 
would give a fortune to keep out of 
combat instead of seeking It. Yet 
the willingness to do anything that 
is asked of you. and the eagerness 
to experience things that aren't 
asked of you, make’a real trooper. 

When we got to camp that night 
Capa said: 

“That Cogan, he's one of the 
i finest soldiers I've ever met in this 
C army”. Righto.

‘This story of Norway's fighting} 


ships would not be with-. 
out a story.of the tankers. It ts 
a story that has burned {tself into 
my memory, In 1942 I spent some 
time in the Caribbean reporting on 
the U-boat blitz against our vital 
petrol and oll supplies. Few peo- 
ple realize the and horror 
of that battle and that it was on- 
ly won through super-human cour- 

. I was in a Norwegian tanks 
er carrying aviation petrol for the 
R.A.P. It was during Black Week, 
the week of the heaviest sinkings. 
A U-boat had fust been reported 
close to the convoy, when a tele- 
scopic tube broke in our engincs. 
We stopped, the convoy went on 
and we were completely at the mer- 
cy of that U-boat while repairs 
were completed. While the en- 
gineers worked like mad to speed 
up repairs, the captain and offic- 
ers, except, of course, the officer on 
the bridge, played poker in the sa- 
loon. ‘They wore life belts and gas 
masks. An attack under such con- 
ditions means elther going up in 
a sheet of flame or, if the ship 
does not catch fire, death from as- 
phyxiation, when the carbon mon- 
oxide escapes after a torpedo hit. 
Thelr gas masks would only keep 


this deadly gas out for about two} 


minutes, in which time they would 
endeavour to get the crew off in 
the boats, by forfeiting their own 
lives. The big brass alarm bell on 
the bulkhead shone in the lamp- 
light. ‘The raucous clamor of that 
bell would almost certainly mean 
our death knell. To me, that bell 
suddenly became the most vitally 
important Unk between Ife and 
death I have ever known. and it 
fixed us all with a cold glittering 
inscrutable stare. 

The game went on imperturb- 
ably. If the players were con- 
scious of the presence of the bell, 
and its grisly role, they showed no 
signs. To watch those strong, 
tough faces fascinated moe beyond 
words and I have never forgotten 
that picture. The party broke up 
when the engines were repaired and 
We raced away through a pitch- 
black sea, to find the convoy, Late 
that night the skipper came in rub-

Realize Hesponsibility 

That tanker haa sailed through- 
out the war and had already 
brought over 70,000 tons of aviation 
petrol to the R.A.F. She brought 
that cargo safely home, too, for the 
U-boat falled to locate us. The 
men on board fully realized the im- 
portance of those supplies, and I 
have never met men who 60 com- 
pletely associated themselves with 
the war. They knew that Norweg- 
fan tankers carried over 40 per cent 
of Britain's vital petrol and.oll sup- 
plies, and when they heard of the 
first 1000 bomber attack on Ger- 
many, the first remark I heard was 
this: ‘That means over 400 of them 
came from us, .
